N e w Y o p. k , October 23d —The Herald endeav­ 
ors to show that the McKinley tariff bill is in­ 
valid because of the alleged omission of a por­ 
tion of Section 31, relating to the tobacco tax. 
Tbe paper takes its cne from a fRssage in a let­ 
ter sent very recently by Senator John R. Mc­ 
Pherson to a m em ber of a prom inent im porting 
house in this city. 
McPherson sa y s: “ This 
omission is fatal to the bill, and in the opinion 
of em inent lawyers here, Senator 
Carlisle 
among them it vitiates the whole bill. 
It is 
an internal revenue section, bnt being part of 
the tariff' bill as passed it stands snd falls to­ 
gether.” 
The opinions of law yers are given to support 
this view, bnt Special' Deputy Collector Couch, 
who is recognized authority at the Custom­ 
house on all knotty tariff problems, said of the 
alleged om issiou; 
“ 1 do not see how it could possibly affect im- 
E 
ort duties in any way. Even if the omission 
as occurred I do not see w hy a soecial se sion 
ol congress would have tobe called to remedy 
it. 
Congres; will m eet early in December. 
There w ould be plenty of tim e to correct the 
m istake before the 1st of January.” 
Deputy Collector Dudley Phelps of the law d i­ 
vision of the Custom-house took the same view 
of the case as Mr. Couch. 
If there had been 
any omission on the part of Section 39 it would 
not in the lea-t affect the law. He did not see 
how any serious consequeuces could follow if 
the provision given rebate to m anufacturers 
should be retained in the bill, as it was in the 
Couterence Committee’s report, and was om itted 
by an error. It was a very sim ple m atter for 
Congress to rem edy it at the coming session. 


SECRETARY W ISDOM 'S POSITION. 
W ashington,O ctober23d.—Secretary Windom 
said tuis m orning that he knew nothing offi­ 
cially about the protest against the legality of 
the McKinley tariff' bill. "I do not," he said, 
"regard It as the province of an executive offi­ 
cer to question the constitutionality ol the Acts 
of Congress. It is for him to enforce thelaw as be 
finds it. and not to determ ine questions that affec t 
its legality. I am , therefore, executing the Mc­ 
Kinley Tariff' Act as I find it. aud shall con­ 
tinue to do so, unless a com petent 
legal 
tribunal, such as the Supreme Court, decides 
the law unconstitutional. It is not for me to 
question th e validity of any signatures to the 
bill as enrolled. N either is it foi me to deter­ 
m ine w hether the bill signed by tb e President 
did or did not. in fact, pass tbe lower House, 
m uch less is it for me to determ ine w hether the 
omissiou of the tobacco draw back section or 
any other provision of the bill invalidates the 
law. As I understand it, the Act of October 1, 
3890, is the law ot the laud. My duly, there­ 
fore, is plain, and I shall execute the provisions 
of that law to the be?t of my ability. Its con­ 
stituí ionality is a question tor the Courts, and 
until they decide against it 1 shall be governed 
by it as it stands ” 
Attorney-General M iller positively declined to 
discuss the question, saying it would be m ani­ 
festly im proper to do so unless it cam e to him 
in an official way. 
Commissioner of Internal Reveune Mason 
said: “it is not for me to say w hether or not 
the omission of the tobacco provision vitiates 
tariff's. Being merely an executive officer of the 
Governm ent, I m ust eufoiee it as I find it Any­ 
how, the tobacco schedule does not take effect 
until January 1st, so if Congress desires to re­ 
fund two cents a pound on all tobacco on hand 
w hen the law takes effect, it has am ple tim e to 
legislate to th at end." 
No alarm w hatever is felt here among the 
f iends of the McKinley bill as to the legality of 
its enactm ent. 
“ Precedents of unnum bered 
years," an old and experienced employe of the 
House said to day, “leaves no doubt th at the 
error, w hether of omitsion or commission in 
enrollm ent oi the bill passed by Congress, does 
not vitiate any p arto l the m easure except that 
part to w hich m e error relates." 
Captain McGregor, Chief of the Customs Di­ 
vision, recalls a som ewhat sim ilar case under 
the Wool Act of 1867. The Tariff Act bore date of 
the 2d of March, but Congress extended the ses 
sion of the 2d over to the 4tb, so, as a m atter of 
fact, the bill was not signed until about noon on 
the 4th of March. 
The question arose as to w hether a cargo th at 
arrived on the 3d would pay duty at the old 
rate, as the bill was not actually signed till 
after 
its 
arrival, 
or 
the 
new 
rate. 
The 
case was carried 
into court, 
which 
consented 
to 
go 
behind 
the 
public 
record and 
take 
the testim ony of 
Presi­ 
dent Johnson him self as to w hen the Act was 
signed. A sim ilar question will, of course, come 
up in connection w ith the McKinley bill. The 
copy of the Act w hich went to the President, 
aud was signed by him , certainly bore the sig­ 
natures of the presidiug officers of the two 
houses of Congress, certilying to its correctness. 
It m ust now be settled w hether it would be law ­ 
ful to go behind this certification and ascertain 
w hat was really the bill passed by the two 
houses. 
EFFECT ON TU B CUSTOM RECEIPTS. 


N e w Y o p. k . October 23d.—A Philadelphia spe* 
cial from W ashington to the Public Ledger says: 
The average m onthly receipts lrom customs ex ­ 
ceeded during four m onths *15,000,000, which 
was largely in excess of the average for any 
sim ilar period of the past fifteen or tw enty 
years. T he receipts for the current m onth will 
go beyoDd this average, and are likely to reach 
828,010,060, w hich is equal to the receipts for 
any two m onths of the preceding fifteen years.

Tiie Republican party can well afford to 
compare its record with that of the 
Democracy in the recent session of Con­ 
gress.

of the merchant marine; it acted with 
energy in tiie protection of our forest 
lands and the reclamation of our navigable 
streams; in short, it has kept every prom- 
i-e made by it to the people iu the Presi­ 
dential campaign. 
What is the record of the Democracy in 
Congress? It has pursued from the out­ 
set the policy of obstruction, thus proviug 
true to all its earlier records. It applied 
that policy to all measures, whether politi­ 
cally objectionable or not; it was used to 
block ail legislation that might redound 
to the credit of tne majority, no matter 
tow beneficial and needful to the country 
at large. It thus prolonged the Congres­ 
sional session vexatiously, and piled up an 
enormous bill of costs.

BARTELLOT’S DIARIES. 
They Charge Stanley W ith Ill-T reating 
His Subordinates. 
London, October 23d.—The ‘ Diaries and 
letter* of Major Bartellot," the murdered com- 
m anler of Stanley's rear guard, are published 
here to-day. They contain seri: us charges 
agamst the explorer. The book was edited by 
the dead man's brother, who in the preface 
says: ‘Tt is not likely that this book would 
have been published had justice been even 
partial y done, or any kmdutss shown by the 
leader o: the expedition 10 the officer who was 
left at Yambuya with impedimenta, stores and 
baggage." 
The charges of malignity, ingratitude, mis­ 
representation and desertion are then brought 
against Stanley. Iu his book, Stanley thids 
fault because the rear column dil not follow the 
advance column, as directed. Bartellot asserts 
that his brother’s diaries and letters, as well as 
the testimony of tiie surviving officers, snow 
that Stan.ey made it utterly impossible to carry 
out the ordt-rs, as he took all the strong, able 
men. and those of good character, with him, 
leaving to the rear guard the sick, feeble and 
incorrigible. 
Major Bartellot's diaries declare that Stanley 
threaientd to blast the Major s reputation witn 
Lord Wolse’ey and ruin liU career in the army. 
In referring to this incilent, Baiteliot gave his 
brother's words: "Afterwards, turning to ice, 
Stanley said it was in his power to ruin me in 
the service. I said to him tnat this was an 
empty hreat, and it would take a great deal 
more than he could say to do that. He pun­ 
ished me afterwards by making me march to 
Leopo dvllle with seventy men, who were 
noted for laziness andincapaeity for carry load*, 
waruing me tr at if I lost a single load I must 
stand by the consequences." 
The expose of Stanley's character, as shown 
un by ííie diaries and letters, makes sp ey read­ 
ing. The story includes an account ol the 
quarrel between Stanley aud Jephson. The 
publication has caused a great sensation here. 
Stanley leftists to be interviewed on the subject.

LIBERAL TRIUMPH. 
G ladstone H ighly P leased O ver the E lec­ 
tion in Ecclea. 
L ondon, October 23d —In a speech at West 
Colder, to-day, Gladstone referred to the Ecc’es 
election as a forecast of a triumph of the Lib­ 
erals 'n the eomiug general elections. He ad­ 
vocated the principle of one man, one vote and 
shoiter parliaments. 
Commenting upon the enormous power the 
workingmen now possessed, he said it would 
prove beneficial, as the judgment of great ques­ 
tions by :he ma-ses was more enlightened than 
by che educated classes. He would not venture 
a decisive opinion on the general eight nour bill 
until he saw a definite measure. He was in­ 
clined to think eight hours enough for the 
miners. 
Sp akiug of the struggle between labor and 
eipital, he said, among the means the working­ 
men ought to select in order to strengthen their 
position, a lawful combination was most valua­ 
ble. The bulk ot what men have gained in a 
contest with capitalists has been through a 
judicious combination. 


Since the Supervisors have not seen fit 
to call together the judges and clerks of 
t he forthcoming election to be instructed 
in the operation of the new election law, 
we suggest that the County Central Com­ 
mittees of the Republican and Democratic 
parties attend to the matter. In San 
Francisco two schools are now maintained 
nightly for a like purpose, one by the 
Registrar and one by the Democratic 
4 ommittee. 
ll is by no means a difficult task to 
-carry out the suggestion. A single even­ 
ing will suffice to give the election officers 
such clear instruction that on election day 
no mistakes will be made. Unless this is 
done there certainly will be misapprehen­ 
sion, delay and possibly miscounting. The 
law can be exemplified with 100 ballots 
and a fictitious board of officers, so that 
every election officer present at the ex­ 
emplification will understand perfectly the 
modus operandi of the new law. 
If the officers are clear as to the details 
of the method the result of the election 
will he known, practically, within half an 
hour after the polls close, and the 
tallying will he completed within au hour. 
Fconomy, not only of time but of money, 
will thus be conserved. The method to be 
followed is now the law of the land, and it 
is the duty of officials to follow it. Yet, at 
a recent election in this city, the law was 
coolly ignored in most of the precincts- 
There should be no such violation of the 
oath of office permitted at the approaching 
election. The new law should have a fair 
trial here, as it will have in San Fran­ 
cisco, Alameda, Santa t'lara and Los 
Angeles, where instruction of election of­ 
ficers has been adopted. To follow the ex­ 
ample here will cast nothing. The election 
officers will probably be glad to attend on 
a given evening and witness the exempli­ 
fication of the law. and we are confident that 
either or both of the Superior Judges, 
assisted by the Chairmen of the respective 
Central Committees, will willingly preside 
over such exemplification. 
VOTE THE WHOLE TICKET. 
In the hands of the Republican party the 
finances -hall be handled with honest and rigid 
oronomy and with a view to administer the 
itfla rs of the State in a business-like and 
economical manner. 
That is a plank in the Republican State 
platform. Upon it every nominee lor of­ 
fice from Governor to the last name on the 
list is pledged. What more should voters 
ask? The party presents candidates of 
acknowledged competency, high integrity, 
sterling worth and the courage of strong 
and unmistakable political convictions.

TAKEN THE HINT. 


T o R e lie v e th e C ity of I ts D ra in a g e W ith ­ 
o u t A ny F in a n c ia l R isk on I ts P a r t. 
A reporter oi the Record-Unios yesterday, in 
conversation with Judge li. O. Beatty, concern­ 
ing the w recking pum p he has invented, and a 
trial ol w hich was recently described in these 
colum ns, asked the inventor how the pum p 
would answ er to discharge the drainage of the 
city. 
Judge Beatty replied that it would do it effect­ 
ually. He added th at m echanical engineers of 
the best order had approved it warm ly, and he 
was prerared to say that it would pum p out the 
ciiy drainage at less than one half, perhaps at 
less th an a fourth, the cost ol any other known 
device using st.am -pov.er. 
He was then asked on w hat term s he would 
undertake to dem onstrate its capaci v to take 
out the drainage at so greatly le-sened cost. 
He replied that he was no ' solicitous to m ake 
an offer, us he did Dot wish to be understood as 
desiring in any way to pu-b his invention upon 
the city. But. if it was d-sired, be would at his 
own cost muke and put upthenece-s try pumps, 
a gang of three, two f ,-r use in ordinary "wealher, 
the three in heavy w eather, aud in the dry 
weeks and m onths one would serve; the city to 
furnish the steam and the flume to carry the 
discharge to the river. 
For com pensation for 
his investm ent, he would ask the difference be­ 
tween the cost of fuel used with the present, or 
any other pum p such as is em ployed for lifting 
out water, and the cost of the fuel he wou’d 
use. Then, if ia th e spring the city w anted 10 
buy the pum p and end the contract, he would 
consent to sell the gang at ihe standard price of 
53,000 each 
Being pressed for the exact m eaning of th e 
proposition he said in effect, to condense his re­ 
marks: 
“ft m eans just this, the city shall not be put to 
any expense tor the pump; nor to auy expense 
for fuel to m ake sicam iu excess of w hat it now 
pays for fuel per m illion gallons now pum ped 
by a given am ount o f steam . But 1 shall re­ 
ceive for the use of my pum ps as m uch as the 
difference between the cost of the fuel used to 
furuish steam to my pum ps and the present 
cost, or usual cost for present pum ps. T hat is 
to say, in no event could the city lose or be put 
to heavier cost. If it uses p e-ent m achinery or 
anything like it, it costs so m ucn per m illion 
gallons. Mine operates w ith h a lf the st- am , or 
less, to gain the same results, and so I save half 
or more. 
‘If the city owns the pum ps it can save the 
half, w hich is some thousands a year, so yon 
see 1 would be well paid and the city not put to 
aDy greater cost than now for every m illion gal­ 
lons lifted. 
"B ut m y pum p would do the work, and the 
single one the city now has cannot possibly do 
it. 1 am moved to m ake the offer since I have 
been so m uch asked about the new pumps, be­ 
cause this is the town of m y home, and I will 
put in the money this w inter to prove that 
m ine is an invention that meets a need felt 
here. Of course, if my pum ps d j the work the 
city w ill w ant to buy them and m ake the sav­ 
ing herself. If not the city loses not a cent, 
and I can take my pum ps away and the old one 
can be set to work again. 
“I think that offer is so clear that no one can 
question the m otive. I have got a g o d thing 
In these pumps, anyhow, and it does not m atter 
to me w hether I sell or not. I can m ake more 
bv rental at the figure of the saving on fuel, 
Ih epreseD t boiler the city has on Y street 
would have to be supplem ented by another, as 
it cannot furnish steam enough to lift out the 
drainage effectually. But there are boilers th a t 
can be rented, if need be, to prove w hether the 
claim s for tne new pum p are treie or false.”

In is was m ad • good by ex-M ayor Greg­ 
ory and Mr. Ryau giving their individual notes 
for the am ount, aud the money w as all paid to 
Mr. Morrill, who lent the de-.d to h s agent 
here. 
The instrum ent has net yet ¿ c e n recorded, 
and Mr. P.yan said th at if t no in h of the sub­ 
scription money' now rem aining unpaid did not 
soon i orne in. tie supposed it would be necessary 
lor Mr. Gregors an 1 him self to pay the balance 
an l receive The deed on behali of the Native 
eons.

The com m ittee, however regarded the pur­ 
chase ot the property as practically com pleted, 
aud had so reported to the Governor of the 
State.

and successful business man. He has stood by 
Sacram ento through lire aud flood.

one-story shed roots have beeu replaced by 
handsom e brick structures which are u credit 
to the Capital City. 
Mr. Miller was m arried iu Placerville in 1858. 
His family consists of a w ite aud two sous. The 
latter aie both m arried auil are among the most 
respected citizeus of the com m unity. 
lu politics Mr. Miller has always been a Re­ 
publican.
